Travel figures for the m onth of 
May, 1941, in the Gettysburg Na­ 
tional Military Park show an in­ 
crease of nearly 20 per cent over 
the visitation for the m onth of May, 
1940, with a total of 66,153 visitors 
estimated. 
In the m onth of May 
last year, approximately 53,000 visit­ 
ers wert reported. 
Of the total for May, 1941, 12,201 
persons were taken on guided tours, 
including 5,589 in buses. 
One hun* 
dred and ninety-seven buses used 
the guide service In May. whereas 
114 were listed for April, 1941. It is 
interesting to note, park officials 
said today, th at the visitation for 
April exceeded th at for May of this 
year, although both m onths exceed­ 
ed corresponding figures for 1940 
These records are kept by Super­ 
intendent C. L. Nett, of the National 
Cemetery, where each guided trip is 
reported when the trip is made. A

Two Deaths Have Oc­ 
culted In Maryland, 
Official Says 


(From the Baltimore Sun) 
With five cases of Rocky Moun­ 
tain spotted tick fever and two 
deaths reported in Maryland during 
May. that State’s Health Depart­ 
ment issued a warning for persons 
to use caution in entering tick-in­ 
fested areas. 
Dr. Robert H. Riley, State health 
director, .said spotted fever is caused 
by the bite of infected ticks, adding: 
"Fortunately, not all ticks are in­ 
fected, but it is better to regard all 
of them as potential sources of dan­ 
ger, and act accordingly.” 
"Any ticks found on the body 
should be removed as soon as pos­ 
sib le ” 
He said the American dog tick 
that fastens itself to horses, dogs 
and cattle as well as to humans, is 
generally responsible for the fever 
in this part of the country. 
" T h e 
d i s e a se 
is 
contracted 
through the bite of infected insects, 
or by crushing the insects and ab­ 
sorbing the infectious material into 
the system through a scratch, open 
cut or break in the skin. 
The 
disease does not spread from person 
to person.” 
Dr. Riley advised a careful inspec­ 
tion of the body and clothing twice 
a day for persons employed or pic­ 
nicking and camping in tick-infest­ 
ed areas
